1. CHINA 

ADDRESSING 2,000 PEOPLE FRIDAY AT FRANKFURT AMERICAN HIGH 
SCHOOL COMMENCEMENT, GEN STARRY, NEWLY-APPOINTED COMMANDER 
OF ARMY'S TRAINING AND DOCTRINE COMMAND (FORT MONROE, VA), 
PREDICTED "IN YOUR LIFETIME" THERE PROBABLY WILL BE MAJOR 
SINO-SOVIET WAR-AND ALSO LIKELY US WILL BECOME INVOLVED 
"ONCE IT BECAME APPARENT" ONE OF ANTAGONISTS WOULD WIN 
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"AND GAIN ABSOLUTE CONTROL OVER THE BULK OF THE EURASIAN 
LAND MASS" (UPI, NYT). 

PRC CARRIED WAR OF WORDS WITH SOVIET TO "PD " FRONT-PAGE BOX

OFFICIAL POSITION IS IT HAS NO PRESENT PLANS FOR NUKE 
ARMAMENT AND COUNTRY LACKS FINANCIAL RESERVES/TRAINED 
MANPOWER/TECHNOLOGY TO EMBARK ON FULL-SCALE NUKE WEAPONS
